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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 



Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 2-4, 44-53 and 61-69) drawn 
to a semiconductor device is acknowledged. Accordingly, claims 10-43, 54-60 and 70- 
71 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 
CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Because Applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed error 
in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Applicant has the right to file a divisional application covering the 
subject matter of the non-elected claims. 

The traversal is on the ground(s) that see the election paper. This is not found 
persuasive because the fields of search for method' and device claims are NOT 
coextensive and the determinations of patentability of method and device claims are 
different, that is process limitations and device limitations are given weight differently in 
determining the patentability of the claimed inventions. Also, the strategies for doing 
text searching of the device claims and method claims are different. Thus, separate 
searches are required. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Drawings 
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The drawings are objected to for the following reasons. 

Figures 1 and 2 are not designated by a legend such as "Prior Art". The Legend is 
necessary in order to clarify what applicant's invention is (see MPEP § 608.02g). 

Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction, showing changes 
in red ink, in response to this Office action. However, formal correction of the noted 
defect(s) can be deferred until the application is allowed by the examiner (see MPEP § 
608.02v) v 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 
1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In reLongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. 
Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 
422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply 
with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 2-4, 44-53 and 61-69 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,624,473. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the subject matter claimed in the instant application is 
fully disclosed in the patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the 
application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: Thin-Film Transistor with 
the gate electrode composed of two layers.
